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M’DOW'S BLOODY DEED 


FURNISHES A THEME FOR CHARLES- 
TONS PREACHERS. 


HIS ACQUITTAL A BLOT ON JUSTICE 


The Slayer of Dawson and the Jury in the 
Case Koughly Handled by the Parsons 
—Criminal News of the Day. 


Cnyarieston, 8. C., July 21.—[{Special.]— 
The parsons pitched into Murderer McDow 
today without gloves. At the Huguenot 
church, the oldest French Protestant church 
in the United States, onn the place of worship 
for two hundred years of the old cavaliers of 
Carolina, the Rev. Dr. Vedder preached a 
powerful sermon from Proverbs 17:15. Aliud- 
ing to the McDow verdict, he said: 

Our city, so long and so worthily the pride of 
those whose birthplace itis, o: who have learned 
to loveand call it home—never more dear than 

amid the calamities with which it was visited, 
nor more worthy of honor than from the spirit with 
which they were borne, and the strength with 
which the:r desolations were repaired, had already 
passed into popular literature cs the “city of disas- 
ter,’ when its crowning catastrophe came trom its 
hailofjustice. Whether or not the judgment there 
rendered was te@ehnically warranted—and it was 
reached, by some at least, of unimpeachable integ- 
rity, some at least, who might have been misiaken-- 
I think they were, but who would not knowingly 
be unjust or untrue, yet there can’t be a doubt 
thata very iarge aud influential portion of our 
community, aud well nigh our whole land, hoid it 
to have been there demonstrated that Charleston 
holds nothing more cheap than human life. that 
truth has Leen stricken down in what should bave 
been its very citadel; that one whose loss was a 
public calamity has been stealthily put to death 
under circumstances that sickcn the heart which 
hears the recital of them, whilst the wanton and 
worse than worthless “slayer” goes forth, not oniy 
uuscathed of penalty, but applauded by some as a 
well doer. This isthe verdict of a very extended 
and outspoken public sentiment. 

NO PROTECTION FOR LIFE. 

At Grace Episcopal church, the fashionable 
church of the city, the Rev. Dr. Charles 
Colesworth Pinckney, who is first vice—presi- 
dent of the national society of the Cincinnati, 
preached from — “Who so shed- 
4dleth man’s blood,’ 

Life is far too owe inourland. It is sacrificed 
with a recklessness which would not be tolcrated 
in England, or any other civilized land, where 
God's law isknown. Theresult of the recent trial 
in this city seems to fall very tar shortof any cen- 
sure of homicide. Jt has tailed to condemn crime, 
to vindicaie God’s law, or to protect human life 
against the murderer's pistol. Tbata human Iffe 
has been taken by violence is an acknowledged 
fact; and the tribunals of justice have no word of 
ceusure for the deed. The slayer is restored to his 
place without condemnation of any sori, without 
fine, imprisonment or any legai disapproval of the 
wrong. The murder pollutesthe land beyond all 
other evil decds, and Jeavos an indelible stain in 
God's sight. Norcan this blood siain be obliteratcd 
until it be ‘‘washed out with the blood of him that 
shed it."’ Mcrey tothe murderer is crueity to the 
community. Eyery decd of violence, whether 
murder, manslaughter er mob law. becomes the 
seed of future crime uniess repressed by the majesty 
of the law. 
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THE McDOW THIAL. 


A Reporied interview With Judge Kershaw 
About the Verdict. 

CHarersron, 8. C., July 21.—[Snecial.}— 
The court has been lugged again into the Mc- 
Dow case. The Charleston Worid publishes 
this morning, at the instance of some of the 
white jurymenin the McDow case, what pur- 
ports to be an account of an interview with 
Judge Kershaw, who presided at the trial! and 
who notably ruled every point made in the 
trial of the case in favor of McDow’s counsel, 
The letier is signed by Dr. B. R. C. Todd, of 
Barnwell, and is as follows: 

“Onthe 7th of July I camoon a car with 
my army friend, Judge Kershaw, going to 
Camden from Kingsville, and inquired of 
Judge Kershaw what he thought of the ver- 
dict in the McDow case, stating that he heard 
all of the evidence and perused all the facts. 
‘Under the circumstances, if you had beena 
juror in the place of being the judge, what 
would have been your verdict?’ His answer 
was: ‘Doctor, I would have been compelled to 
have given the same verdict as that jury did.’ 

I immediately told a lady friend on the train 
the judge’s spinion on the case.’"" The World 
al SO says: 

One of the jurymen stated yesterday that Judge 
Kershaw had expressed surprise at tbe verdict, be- 
cause he did not think the twelve men who com- 
posed the jury could all maintain their independ- 
ence of tllooughtin the face of the dificulties that 
td Tasca have to meet by following sucha 
cou 

Nob “uly here but the McDow worshippers 
Leliev e this statement. On tho contrary, sev- 
eral gentlemen who met Kershaw after the 
trial say that the judge expressed considerable 
surprise at the verdict. He is reported as say- 
ing he thought that the best the jury could 
have done wouid have becn to bring in a ver- 
dict of manslaughter, Which in this state is 
murder in second degree. In the meantime 
the respectable element of the community ut- 
terly refuse to believe that Judge Kershaw 
made any such statement. Ife has been writ- 
ten to and asked to aitirm or deny Dr. Todd’s 
assertion. 

McDow will appear again @n Monday night 
next. It seems that he is a member of the 
Washington Light Infantry, of Eutaw flag 
fame. The company meeison Monday night 
next, and his case will probably come up for 
consideration. It is said that he has a certain 
following in the ranks, and that there will be 
a lively discuzsion.

A WOMAN KILLS HER HUSBAND

A Scoundrel Has a Bogus Marriage Cere- 
mony Perforneed—The Alabama Ven- 
detta--Cther Criminal News.

zen. Hoadley’s wife was seeking a di-

he secreted himself near the farm house of his 
wife and killed her with a revolver as -she 
passed by to milk the cows. He then shot 
three times and instantly killed her father, 
who was attracted by the pistol shots. He 
pursued the mother anda sister of his wife 
aiso, but they escaping he returned to where 
his wife’s body was and killed himself.

DETERMINED TO DIE. 


Miss Ada McCormick Has Made a Hundred 
Attempts to Take Her Life. 

RocHEsTER, July 2i1.—Two attempts at 
snicide within half an hour is Miss Ada Mc- 
Cormick’s record, made in the police station 
early this morning. She is, doubtless, the 
most desperate female prisoner with whom 
the police authorities of this city have ever 
had to deal. She has been arrested repeatedly 
for street walking, and each time she has been 
locked up she has made persistent attempts to 
end her lifa. She has made a dozen attempts 
in a single night to hang herscif in her cell. 

At1:15 a. 1a. today Patrolman Schwartz ar- 
rested her on Central avenue. She had 
searcely been lodged in a cell when she at- 
tempted to hang herself to the door with her 
handkerchief. She was cut down and promised 
to behave herseif. The turnkey and matron 
were- out of her sight a few moments when 
Ada set fire to her clothing, screaming at the 

top of her voice as the ilames spread rapidly 
and began eating their way into the flesh. The 
call door was thrown 0 pen and Adarushed out, 
her clothes blazing about her. Captain Keith, 
Detective Lyne h and Turnk ey Struble has- 
tened to throw water upon the unfortunate 
woman, and after a time the flames were ex- 
tinguished. 

Ada was placed on astretcher and taken to 
the City hospital. She was terribly burned 
about the lower part of the body. She groaned, 
and said over and over: ‘“‘God forgive me; IL 
done‘myself up this tinte.’’ 

She had deliberateiy applied a match to her 
underclothing in her mad determination to 
make an end of herself. The police officers 
say she has attempted suicide a hundred times, 
and with no sham about the atie:npts, either. 
She is lying in the City hospitat in a precari- 
ous condition, but the doctors think tonight 
she wuil survive,

The affair has attracted much attention here 
on account of the prominence of the parties 
concerned. To-day Thompson is better, but it 
thought he cannot live more than three or 
four days.

How the Irish Leader 1 Wa? f Welcomed -For- 
elgn News Genera‘’y. 

Lonpon, July 21.—Edinburg ha* prononne- 
ed Charles Stuart Parnell not guilty Without 
Waiting for the judgment of the special com- 
mission, and has emphasized the verdici by 
giving him a reception unequalled by that sh@y 
has given any living man with the exception 
of Mr. Gladstone. 

Thirty thousand Scotchmen welcomed him 
on Cotton Hiil Friday, the day of his arrival, 
and at night he was tremendously cheered at 
the meeting which he attended in the Grass 
Market under the shadow of St. Giles. 

The ceremony of the conferring of th e free- 
dom of the city by the corporation todzy, was 
not of the usual pe rfanectory character. The 
resolution to grant the honor had been a sub- 
ject of contention. Cpposition was 
shown by the conservative mem-- 
bers, and there was a series of 
lively debates, in which the -matter was 
thoroughly sifted, and Mr. Parnell may be 
said to have gone through anothertrial. In 
the end theresolution was contirmed and 
adopted by a streng majority, although all 
through the provost was against it. 

Such a vote from  long-headed, hard- 
head ed and monumental Scotchmen, who cer- 
tainly have no prejudices in tavor of Irish- 
men, Was a victosy and vindication for Par- 
nell, and the fervor which apimated the pro- 
ceedings today showed that the members of 
the corporation wanted him to so under- 
stand it. 

Popular erthusiasm accompanied him on his 
way to and from the hall, and culininated to- 
night ala meetingin the corn exchange. The 
earl of Aberdeen, formerly _ eroy of Ireland, 
presided. The immense pla was packed. 
There w as a tuinu lt of shouting and applause 
as Parnell took his seat on the platform. A 
letter from Mr. Gladstone was read, in which 
he says he believes Parne!ll's recent e Kpe rience 
is without parallel in the history of British 
statesmen and of the British parliament for 
two centuries. Parnell and his suppurters 
have become a conservative and restorative 
fcree of immense good to their country. The 
letter drew forth thunders of applause. Glad- 
stone’sand Parnell’s names were linked to- 
gether by the audience and cheered over and 
over again. 

A resolution weicoming Parnell to Edin- 
burg}was adopted by acclamation. My. Par- 
nell replied in a well-considered and self-con- 
tained speech, well calculated to inspire con- 
fidence among the cautious Scots. He sought 
to present to them the grounds upon which he 
based his hopes for the success of home rule, 
and he wound up promising an ear y victory. 
Mr. Parnell’s remarks were listened to with 
close attention and keen interest, and at the 
close ihe speaker was enthusiastically ap- 
plauded.

The text was: “When shall I awake? I 
will seek it yet again.” Prov. xxiii, 35, The 
eloquent preacher said: 

With an insigyt into human nature such as 
no other man ever reached, Solomon, in my 
text, sketches the mental operations of one 
who, having stepped aside from the pajb of 
recitude, desires toreturn. With a wish for 
something better, he said, ‘‘When shall I 
awake! When shail Icome out of this hor- 
rid nightmare of iniquity?’’ But seized upon 
by uneradicated habit, and forced down hill 
by his passions, hecries out: ‘‘I will seek it 
yet again. I willtry it once more. 

Our libraries are adorned with an elegant 
literature addressed to young men, pointing out 
to them all the dangers and perils of life— 
complete mans of the voyage, showing all the 
rocks, the quicksands, tlre shoals. But sup- 
pose a man has already made shipwreck ; sup- 
pose he is aiready off the track ; suppose he has 
already gone astray. How is heto get back? 
That is. a field comparatively untouched. I 
propose to address myself tosuch. There are 
those in this audience who, with every passion 
of their agonized soul, are ready to hear such 
discussion. They compare themselves with 
what they were ten years ago, and cry out 
from the bondage in which they are incarce- 
rated. Now, if tirere be any here, come with 
an earnest purpose, yet feeling they are beyond 
the pale of Christian sympathy, anu that the 
serinon can hardly be expected to address 
them, then, at this moment, I give them my 
right hand, andcall“%them brother. Look up. 
There is glorious and triumphant hope for you 
vet. Tsound the trumpet of gospel deliver- 
ance. The church is ready to spreada ban- 
quet at your return, and hierarchs of heaven 
to fall into line of bannered procession 
at the news of youremancipation. So far as 
God may he!p me, I propose to show what are 
the obstacles of your return, and then how you 
are to surmount those obstacles. The first 
ditftculty in the way of your return is the force 
of moral gravitation. 
rallaw which brings cown tothe earth any- 
thing you throw into the air, so there is a cor- 
responding moral gravitation. In other 
words, it is easier to go down than itis to go 
up; itis casier todo wrong than it is to do 
rigit. Call tomind the comrades of. your 


them bad—which most atfected.you! Call to 
mind the anecdotes that you bave heard in 
the last five or ten years—some of them are 
pure and some-of-them impure. Which the 
more easily sticks to your memory? During 
tle years of your life you have tormed certain 
courses of conduct—scome of ‘them good, some 
of them bad. To which styleof habit did you 
the more easily yield? Ah, my friends, we 
haye to take but a moment of self inspection 
to tind out that there is in all our souls a force 
of moral gravitation! But that gravitation 
may be resisted. Just as you may pick up 
from the earth something and held it in your 
hand toward heaven, just so, by the power of 
God’s grace, a soul fallen may be litted toward 
peace, toward pardon, toward heaven. Force 


of moral gravitation in every cne of 
us, but power in God's grace to over- 
come that force of moral gravitation. 


The next thing in the way of your return is 
the power of evil habit. I know there are 
those who say it is very easy for them to give 
up evil habits. 1 donot believe them. Here 
is a inan given to intoxication. He knows it 
is disgracing his tamily, destroying his prop- 
erty, ruining him body, mind-and soul. If 
that man, being ap intelligent man, and loving 
his family, could easily give up that habit, 
would he not dose? The tact that he does 
not give it up proves that itis hard to give it 
up. It is a very easy thing to sail down 
streain, the tidetarrying you with great force; 
but supposes you turn the boat up streain, is it 
£0 easy then to row it? As long as we yield to 
the evi! inclinations in our hearts, and our bad 
habits, we are sailing down. stream; but the 
moment We try to turn, we put our boat in the 
rapids just above Niagaraand try to row up 
stream. ‘lake aman: given to the habit of 
using tobacco, as most of you do, and let him 
resvive to stop, and he finds it very difficult. 
Twenty-seven years ago I quit that habit, and 


|. 
I would as soon dare to put my 
right hand in the fire as once to in- 
“dulgeinit. Why ? Because it jwas such a 


terrific struggle to get overit. Now, letaman 
be advised by his physician to give up the use 
of tobacco. He goes around not knowing what 
to do with himself. He cannot add up a line 
of figures. He cannot sleep nights. It seems 
as if the worid had turned upside down. He 
feels his business is going toruin. Where he 
was kind and obliging he is scolding and fret- 
ful. The composure that characterized him 
has given way toa fretful restlessness, and he 
has become a complete fidget. What poweris 
it that hus rolled a wave of woe over the earth 


and shaken a portent in theheavens? He has 
tried to stop smoking or chewing! After a 


while he says, *‘I am going todo as I please. 


The doctor doesn’t understand my case. I'm 
going back to my old habit.’’ And he returns. 
Everything assumes its usual composure. His 


business seews to brighten. The world becomes 
an attractive place tolivein. His children, 
seeing the difference, hail the return of their 
father’s yenial disposition. What wave 
of color has dashed -blue into the sky, and 
greenness into the mountain foliage, aud the 
glow of sapphire into the sunset? What en- 
chantment has lifted a world of beauty and joy 
onhissoui? Hehasgone back: to tobacco! 

Oh, the fact is, as we all know in our own 
experience, that habit is a taskinaster; as long 
as we obey it, it does not chastiseus; but let us 
resist, and we tind we are to be lashed with 
seorpion whips and bound with ship cable, and 

. thrown into the track of bone-breaking Jug- 
gernauts! During the warof 1812 there wasa 
ship set on tire just above Niagara falls, and 
then, cut loose from its moorings, it came on 
down through the night and tossed over the 
fails. It was said to have been a scene brilliant 
beyond all description. Well, there are theous- 
ands of men on tire of evil habit, coming down 
through the rapids and through the awful 
might of temptation towardt he eternal plunge. 
Oli! how hard it is to arrest thein. God only 
can arrest them. 

Suppose a inan after five, or ten, or twenty 
years of evil doing, resolves to do right? 
Why, all the torces of darkness are allied 
againsthim. He cannot sleep nights. fe 
gets down on his knees in the midnight and 
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cries, “trod help me!’’ He bites hislp. He 
grinds his teeth. He cieuches his fist in his 
determination to keep his purpose. He dare 
not look at the bottles in the window ofa wine 
store. It wasone long, bitter, exhaustive, 
hand to hand fight, with intlamed, tantalizing 
and imerciiess habit. When he thinks he is 
antirely free, the ol! inclinations pounce upon 
him like a pack of hounds with their muzzles 
tearing away atthe tlanks of one poor rein-— 
deer. In Paris there isa sralptanted represen- 
tation of Bacchus, the god of revelry. He is 
riding on a panther at fall leap. Oh, how sug- 
gestiye! Letevery one whois speeding on bad 
ways understand he is not riding a docile and 
well broken steed, but he is riding a monster, 
wild and bloodthirsty, going at a death leap. 
How many there are wiio resolve on a better 
life and say: ‘When shail lawake?” Kut,

He swept around 
and went down, and was brought‘out a corpse: 
My itriends, there are thousands and tens of 
thousands of men losing their soals in that 
Way. IJtis the one round more. ; 
« I have also tosay that if a man wants to re- 
turn fron: evil practices society repulses him. 
Desiring, to reform, he says: “Now [I will 
shake off my old associates, and I will 
find Christain companionship.” And he ap- 
pears atthe chureh door some Sabbath day, 
and the usher gaeets him with a look, as much 
astosay: “Why, you here? Youare the last 
man 1 ever expected to see at church! Come, 
take this seat-right down by the door!’’ In- 
stead of Saying: ““Gocd morning; Iam giad 
youare here. Come; I wiligive you a first 
rate seat, right up by the pulpit.’’ Well, the 
prodigal, not yet discouraged, enters the 
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prayer meeting, and some Christian man, with 
moire zeal than common sense, says: “Glad to 
sec you. The dying thief was saved, and I 
suppose thereis mercy for you!” The young 
man. disgusted, chilled, throws himself back 
on his dignity, resolved he never will enter 
the house of God again. Perhaps not auite 
fully discouraged about reformation, he sides 
up by some highly respectable man he used to 
know going down the street, and immediately 
the respectable man has an errand down some 
other street. Well, the prodigal, wishing to 
return, takes soine member of a Christian as- 
soviation by the hand, or tries to. The Chris- 
tian young man looks at him, looks at the 
faded apparel and the marks of. dissipation, 
and, instead of giving him a warm grip of the 
hand, offers him the tip end of the long fingers 
of the left hand, which is equal to striking a 
man in the face. 

Oh, how few Christgan people understand 
how much force and Gospel there is in a good, 
honest handshaking!- Sometimes, when you 
have folt the need of encouragement, and 
some Christian man has taken you heartily by 
the hand, have you not felt that thrilling 


through every fibre of your body, mind and_ 


soul, an encouragement that was just what 
you needed ? ~You do not know anything atall 
aboutthis unless you Know when a mar trics 
to return from evil course8 of conduct, he runs 
against repulsions innumerable. We say of 
scine man, he lives a block or two from the 
church, or half a mile from the church. There 
are people in our crowded cities who live a thou- 
sand miles from thechurch. Vast deserts of in- 
difference between them aud the house of God. 
The fact is, we must keep our respectability, 
though thousands and tens of thousands 
perish. Christ sat with publicans and sinners. 
But if there comes to the house of God a man 
with marks of dissipation upon him, people 
throw uptheir hands in horror, as mach as 
to say, ‘‘Isn’t it shocking?’ How these 
dainty, fastidious Christians in all our 
churches are going to get into heaven I don’t 
know, unless they have a special train of cars, 
cushioned and upholstered, each one a car to 
himself! They cannot go with the great herd 
of publicans and sinners. Oh, ye, who curl 
your lip of scorn at the failen, I tell you 
plainly, if you had been surrounded by the 
same influences, instead of sitting today amid 
the cultured and the refined and the Chris- 


{ tian, you would have been a crouching wretch 


in a stable or ditch, covered with filth and 
abomination!> It is not because you are nai 
uraily any better, but because the mercy of 
God has protected you. Who are you, that 
brought up in Christian circles and watched 
by Christian parentage, you should be so hard 
on the fallen ‘ : 

I think men also are often hindered 
from return by the fact that churches are too 
anxious about their membership and too anx- 


“ous about their denomination, and they rush 


out when they see aman about to give up his 
sin and return to God, and ask him how he is 
golng to be baptised, whether by sprinkling or 


by immersion, and what kind of achurch he 


is going to join. Oh, my friends! It is a poor 
time to talk about Presbyterian catechisms, 
and Episcopal liturgies, and Methodist love- 
feasts, and baptisteries to a man that is coming 
out of the darkness of sin into the glorious 
light of the gospel. Why, it reminds us of a 
man drowning in the sea, and a life—boat puts 
out for him, and the man in the boat says to 


the man out of the boat: ‘‘Now, if I get you . 


ashore, are you going to live in my street?” 
First get him ashore, and then talk about the 
non-essentials of religion. Who cares what 
church he joins, if he only joins Christ and 
starts for heaven: Oh, you ought to have, 
my brother, an illumined face, and a hearty 
grip for every one that tries to turn from his 
evil way! ‘Take hold of the same book with 
him, though his dissipations shake the book, 
remembering that he that converteth a sinner 
from the error of his ways shall save a soul 
from death, and hide a multitude of sins. 

Now, Ihave shown you these obstacles he- 
cause I want you to understand I Know all the 
difficulties in the way; but Iam now to tell 
you how Hannibal may scale the Alps and 
how the shackles may be unriveted and how 
the paths of virtue forsaken may be regained. 
First of all my brother, throw yourself on 
God. Goto him, frankly and earnestly, and 
tell him the-e halits you have, and ask him, 
ifthere is any help in all the resources of 
omnipotent love, to zive itto you. Po not go 
with a long rigamarole people call prayer, 
made up of *“fohs’’ and “ahs” and ‘forever and 
forever amens!’’ Goto tiod and cry for help! 
help! help! and if you cannot cry for help, just 
look and live. I remember in the war was 
at Antietam, and I went into the hospital after 
tho battle, and [said toa man, ‘‘Where are 
you hurt?’? He mace no answer, but held up 
his arm sywellen and spiintered. I saw where 
he was hurt. The simple fact is, when a man 
has a wounded soul, a!l he has to do is to 
hold it up before a sympathetic Lord 
and get it healed. tt does not take any 
long prayer. Justholdup the wound. Oh, 
it is nosmall thing when a man is nervousand 
weak and exhausted coming from his evil 
ways, to feel that God puts two omnipstent 
arms around about him and says: ‘Young 
man, I will stand by you! The mountains 
may depart and the hiils be removed, but 
will never fail you.’’ And then,as the soul 
thinks the news is too good to be true, and 
cannot believe it, aid looks up in God's face, 
God lifts his right hand and takes an oath, an 
affidavit, saying: ‘As I live, saith the Lord 
God, I have no pleasure in the death of him 
that dieth.”’ 

Blessed be God for such a Gospel as this! 
‘‘Cut the slices thin,’’ said the wife to the hus- 
band, ‘‘or there will not be enough to go all 
around for the children; cut the slices thin.” 
Blessed be God, there isa full loaf for every 
one that Wants it: bread enongh and 
to spare. No tlin slices at the Lord’s 
table. I _remember when the Master 
Street hospital, in Philadelphia, was 
opened during the war, ateiegram came say- 
ing: ‘There will be three hundred wounded 
men to-night; be ready to take care of thein;’’ 
and from my church there went in sume 
twenty or thirty men and women to look 
after these poor wounded fellows. As they 
came, some from’ one part of the land, and 
some from another, no une asked wiether this 
man was from Oregon, or from Massachusetts, 
or from Minnesota, or from New York. There 
was a wounded soldier, and the only question 
was how to take off the rags most gently, and 
put on the bandage,and administer the cordial. 
And when asou!l comes to God he does not 
ask where you came from or what your an- 
cestry was. Healing for all your wounds. 
Pardon for all your.guilt. Comfort for all 
your troubles. 

Then, also, [counsel you, if you want to 
get back, to quit all your bad associations. 
One unholy intimacy will fl] your soul with 
mental distemper, In all the ages of the 
church there has not been an instance where a 
man kept one evil associate and was reformed. 
Among the 1,400,000,000 of the race not one 
instance. Go home to-day, open your desk, 
take out letter paper, stamp-and envelope, and 
then write a letter something like this: 

“My old companions: I start this day for 
heaven. Until fam persuaded you will join 
me in this, farewell.’ ; 

Then sign your name, and send the letter 
with the first post. Give up your bad com- 
panions, or give ap heaven. It is not ten bad 
companions that destroy a man, nor five bad 
companions, aor three bad companions, but 
one. What chance is there for that young 
man I saw along the street, four or tive young 
men With him, halting in front of a grogshop, 
urging him to goin, he resisting, violently re- 
sisting, untii after a while they forced him to 
goin’? It wasasummer = night, and the door 
was leitopen, and I saw the process. ‘They 
heid him fast, and they put the cup to his lips, 
and they forced down the strong drink. What 
chance is there for such a young man ? 

I counsel yon also seek Christian advice. 
Every Christian man is bound tohelp yon. 
First. of ali, seek God; then seek Christian 
counsel. Gather upall the energies of body, 
mind and soul, and, appealing to God for suc- 
cess, declare this day everlasting war against 
all drinking habits, all gambling practices, al] 
houses of sin. Half-and-half work wil} 
amountto nothing; it must be a Waterloo. 
Shrink back nowand you are lost. Push on 
and you are saved. A Spartan general fell at 
the very moment of victory, but he dippea his 
finger in hisown blood and wroto on a. rock 
near which he wasdving: “Sparta has con- 
quered.” Through yourstruggles to get rid afsin 
may seem to be almosta death struggle, you 
can dip your fingers in your own biood and 
write on the Kock of Ages, ‘*Victory through 
our Lord Jesus Christ.’’ 

Oh. what glorious news it would be for some 


of these young men to send home to their — 


parents. They goto the postoftice every day 
or twotosee whether there are any letters 
from you. How-anxious they-are to hear. 
Some one said to a Grecian general, ‘‘What 
was the proudest moment in your life?”

the proudest and most brilliant moment in your 
life will be the moment when vou ean send 
word to your parents that you nave con jucred 
your evil habits by the grace of God and become 
eternal victor. Oh. despise not parental Anx~ 
iety! The time Will come when you willhave 
heither father nor mother, and you will go 


around tho place where they used to 
watch you and find them gone from 
the house, and gone froni theo field, 
and gone from the neighborhood. Cry 


as loud for forgiveness as you may over the 
mound in the churchyard, they will not an- 
swer. Dead! Dead! And then you will take 
out the white lock of hair that was cut from 
your mother’s brow just before they buried 
her, and you will take the cane with which 
your father used to walk, and you will think 
and think and wish that you had done just as 
they wanted you to, and would give the world 
if you had never thrust a pang through their 
dear old hearts.

(god pity the young man who has broken his 
mother’s heart. . Better if he had never been 
born—better if, in the first hour of his life, in- 
stead of being laid against the warm bosom ef 
maternal tenderness, he had been cofiined and 
sepuchered.

TWO MEN WERE COLD IN DEATH. 

One, the engincer, lay beneath the ponderous 
wheels of the engine and only his head and 
shoulders could be seen through the debris. 
A few feet back lay the fireman, crushed and 
bleeding, though he had evidently died from 
the suffocating steam. 

In the woods just a few feet from the wreck, 
another man lay on a stretcher uttering fearful 
groans, While the doctor was carefully bandag- 
ing limbs that were scorched and bleeding. 
he worked the flesh 
would slough from the bones 
on his lower extremities. This was 
Yardimaster Robinett. The bodies under the 
wreck were those of Engineer George Doug- 
Jass, the hostler, and Fireman Joseph Ames. 
Tho two negroes had been brought to town, 
the wounded man was being made as 
comfortable as possible. Wreckers were at 
work digging out the dead. This was at last 
accomplished, and the special started back to 
Brunswick with its ghastly load. The facts

THE CAUSE OF THE ACCIDENT, 

but as near as can be obtained are as follows 
The track from the four mile crossing, the 
scene of the disaster, to town, is laid with 
chair irou rails, s0 called on account of the 
peculiar clamp with which they are fastened 
tothe track. Theengine was being backed to 
town, the tender forward, with seven ftiatcars 
attached. One of the chairs was broken, and 
this caused the tender to climb the rails. This 
rarely happens when the engine is going 
forward, as the heavy pressure of it keeps the 
rai! put the tender being forward, and 
being very light, jumped on top of the rails, 
and froim there to the ties. 

Another reason given forthe accident is that 
the track was rough and the swaying of the 
water intho tank overbalanced the tender, 
which had nothing in front of it to support it

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THE RAILROAD RESPONSIBLE 


For the Accident Near Savannah on Satur- 
day Night. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., July 21.—[Special.}|—Cor- 
oner Dixon today invcstigated the causes of 
the collision last night between the steamer 
St. Nichols and the Tybee railroad bridge over 
St. Augustine creek. A dozen witnesses were 
examined. The inquest was over the death 
of Amelia Wilson, who was killed by being 
crashed by the timbers of the hurricane deck 
which crashed down on her. Captain Bouli- 
veau, who was at the wheel, testified that he 
gave the first signals to open the draw when 
the steamer was three miles away. When he 
got within three-quarters of a mile he gave 
another signal. The lanterns onthe draw in- 
dicated that the draw was open. He had 
slowed down to half speed. He judged that 
he was about three huadred yards from the 
bridge when he discovered that the draw was 
closed. Heimmediately began backing the 
St. Nicholas and tried to stop her. The tide 
was carrying the boat toward the bridge and 
he found thathe eould not avoid striking it. 
Tie watchman was out on the bridge signal- 
ing him with a lantern and shouting. 

The watchman, an old negro, swore that he 
had orders not to open the bridge. He knew 
that a train would soon be due and did not 
open the draw, but tried to wave the steamer 
down. 

The engineer and conductor of the Tybee 
train stated that all trains came toa full stop 
before reaching the bridge. The evidence of 
the other witnesses was not material. The 
jury decided that the Tybee rail way company 
is responsible for the death of the Wilson 
woman. 

lt would follow, of course, that the company 
is also responsible for the other woman’s death. 
The bridge tender is largely responsible for the 
verdict, his evidence being poorly given. It is 
very deubtful if, on a suit for damages, the 
railroad company would bo mulected. The 
steamboat inspectors will certainly investigate 
the accident too. None of the er have 
died today.

THE DECISION tN THE MARKET- 
HOUSE CASE. 


A Mother's Despair Over Her Sen's Act— 
Tom Woolfolk’s Wife-Files a Suit for 
Divorce—Other News. 

‘Macon, Ga., July 21.—[Special.]—There 
was quite alarge number of persons at the 
reeorder’s court yesterday, to hear the decision 
of Recorder Washington in the case of the 
City of Macon vs. County Commissioner J. J. 
Amason, for violation of’ the market ordi- 
nance. 

The decision was only in the matter of the 
demurrer of the defendantto the charge, on 
the ground that the city had no authority to 
prohibit the sale of produce by farmers at 
places other than the market. The decision 
was in writing, full and comprehensive : 

The charge is that Mr. Amason sold melons 
upon the streets of the eity during market 
hours. To this charge defendant demurs on 
the following grounds: 1. Because the ordi- 
nances are with i Oat authority of law and con- 

rary to law. Lecause they are in deroga- 

tion of common right and in restraint of tr aie. 
3. That the fee required is a tax and is in vio- 
lation of law. The city claims authority to 
make and enforce such ordinances by power 
conferred in the charter of the city, city code 
section 50, page 19: ‘*‘That said mayor and 
council shall have power and authority to con- 
trolthe markets and marketing within the 
city, fix the hour of sale therein, “over the 
sale of marketable commodities elsewhere in 
the city, and to pass all ordinances necessary 
and proper to reguiate the markets and mar- 
keting in the city.”’ And also by act of the 
legislature of 1886, page 225: Said mayor and 
council shall have full power and anthority to 
adopt regulations for the, govérnment of the 
market, shall prescribe fees for the sale of such 
articles as may be carried thereto, etc. 

The recorder quoted from several decisions 
of the supreme court, and said he. ‘‘Llave no 
difiiculty in deciding that the ordinance 
fixing a penalty for selling elsewhere during 
market hours is legal and valid, and this de- 
termination of the case isthe more readily 
made because if it be an error it can be cor- 
rected in a higher court; whereas, if decided 
against the city there is no appeal, but would 
be final to the city, and though the decision 
contained an error, the value and efficiency of 
the market would be seriously impaired if not 
altogether destroyed.’ 

The other charge was for selling at places 
other than atthe market. The evidence was 
clear on this point; in fact, there was no spe- 
cific denial of the charge. The recorder 
stated that, as Mr. Ainason -had signified his 
intention of making it a test case, he would 
place a nominal fine on Mr. Amason. This 
was made $1, and for the amount Mr. Amason 
gave bondin the sum of $25. It is understood 
that the case will take a regular course 
through the courts. 

ANOTHER CASE. 

It was expected that the recorder would 
also give his decision in the case of the city vs. 
Anderson, violation of the license ordinance. 
but this was not done, and it was announced 
that it would be decided on Tuesday or 
W eduesday.

MS. TOM WOOLFOLK, 


How the Condemned Murderer Received the 
News of His Wife’s Divorce Suit. 

Macon, July 21.—[Special.]—On Saturday 
afternoon Ross & Anderson, attorneys of Mrs. 
Phomas G. W oolfolk, filed in the office of the 
clerk of Bibb superior court a suit for divorce 
from her husband, the notorious Tom Wool- 
folk, the twicecondemned murderer. It has 
been a matter of surprise that Mrs. Woolfolk 
had not filed this suit sooner. Nearly two 
years have now elapsed since the terrible 
tragedy. 

No child has been born to the union between 
Tom Woolfolk and his wife. The marriage 
was arunaway match and occurred about two 
months before the murder, on .a Sunday after- 
noon in a passenger coach of an Kast Tennes- 
sce railroad train while the train was running 
throuzh Rose Hill cemetery. The marriage 
was ill-fated, and has always been a kind of 
graveyard affair. Mrs. Woolfolk was a Miss 
Bird, of Jones county, of the blonde type, an 
exceedingly handsone girl of seventeen sum- 
mers When she married. She had an elegant 
form. But neither the beauty of her 
face nor the charm of her figure :has forsaken 
her since the terrible crime charged against 
her husband. In fact, she bas improved in 
looks since the horrible tragedy, and possibly 
has grown slightly stouter. Her parents bit- 
terly opposed her marriage to Tom. 

She left Tomin avery few days after mar- 
rying him, as she found that he had deceived 
her, as he had neither home nor posit ion. She 
now resides at her parents’ home in Jones 
county. She never goes to jail to seo him, and 
has never attended any of his trials. She cer- 
tainly cares nothing for bim now, and it is 
doubted if ever her affection for him amounted 
to much. Captain Woolfolk, the father of 
Tom, gave her some wild land in south Geor- 
gia, but your correspondent does not know 
whether or not she has ever realized anything 
from it. 

Today, when Tom was informed for the first 
time about the divorce suit of his wife, he ex- 
hibited no surprise, and appeared absolutely 
indifferent to the matter. He had no com- 
ment whatever to make on the subject. He 
remains very quiet these days, and talks but 
little. A few days since he said, very signiti- 
cantly: “I will never hang; you can rest as- 
sured of that fact.’’ Whether he meant that 
the final decree of court would not be for his 
hanging, or that he would kill himself and 
thus cheat the gallows, no mind but his knows, 
and time alone, perh aps, will ever tell.

The Dalton Argus is naturally very anx- 
fous for Whitfield county to make a proper 
display of its resources and prodacts at the 
Piedmont exposition, and in view of the 
fact that what is everybody’s business is nc- 
body’s business, the Argus proposes to take 
charge of the matter at once, provided the 
people and the farmers of the county and 
the business men of Dalton will give it any 
assistance. 

The movement that the Argus proposes is 
a very timely one, and, if it is carried out, 
will undoubtedly be a very profitable invest- 
ment for that section. The exposition idea 
is no longer a sentimenc. It is a business 
affair altogether. It is intended to bring 
the public in actual contact with the pro- 
ducts and resources of a country or section, 
and to give investors an opportunity to in- 
spect them. 

Every county in the state that thinks it 
has a future, ought to be represented at the 
Piedmont exposition. A very substantial 
premium is offered, but the county that car- 
ries off the prize will have very little ad- 
vantage, so far as advertising is concerned, 
over the other counties that make a judici- 
ous display of their products. 

At the last Piedmont exposition Floyd 
county received the premium, but whata 
tremendous amount of advertising Putnam 
county received and all the other counties 
that entered into competition! ;, 

Let Whitfield and the surrounding coun- 
ties organize their exhibits and send them 
forward. The Piedmont exposition will 
include the best there is in the state, and 
the county that fails to -have something on 
hand will miss a fine opportunity. 

It is tobe hoped that few counties in 
Georgia will fail to *e represented. 

It Is Not Wanted. 

Dr. Mowry, of Boston, has been telling 
the National Educational convention at 
Nashville that it would be a good thing to 
Nave a big national university at Washing- 
ton. 

‘’ne eminent Boston educator would have 

the government endow this university with 
two hundred million dollars, and appoint a 
faculty without regard to politics. 
* The scheme is not feasible. The univer- 
sity would swallow millions of the people’s 
hard-earned money. The faculty would be 
composed of broken-down politicians hardly 
fit to teach an old field school. The students 
would be stuffed with centralization doc- 
trines, and would go through life under the 
impression that the government owed them 
a living because it had educated them. 

The Blair billis bad enough, but this 
national university idea is worse. When 
we once surrender the education of the 
children to the government the party in 
power when the system is inaugurated will 
remain in powcr as long as it has money to 
hire partisan teachers and pay for partisan 
text books. 

We must have local option in educational 
matters, as well as in other affairs. We 
must retain some of the substance as well 
as the show of local self-government. Fed- 
eral bayonets may prod us_ occasionally, 
and federal hands may scoop our pockets, 
but let us see to it that federal switches do 
not tickle the cuticle of the rising genera- 
tion. 

The whole business smacks of Boston, 
and of New England. The Higginsons, 
Hales and Bellamys are trying to ride their 
socialistic hobby in every direction, and 
they are shrewd enough to know that their 
battle is more than half won when they 
turn over the education of the citizen to the 
federal government. Federal education, 
through the Blair bill, or a national uni- 
versity, or any other way, means the estab- 
lishment and perpetuation of the ideas and 
methods of centralization and paternalism. 

The states have been able to dispose of 
the educational .problem in the past, and 
there is no reason why they should not do 
so in the future. The people are not ready 
yet to be robbed for the support of a partisan 
federal university.

The Farmers and the Railroads. 

Whenever aset of sharp fellows in the 
money centers are trying tg manipulate the 
business of the country they pretend to be 
deeply concerned about the interests of the 
farmers. 

Itis all right. The farmers understand a 
thing or two. They can do their own think- 
ing, and so long as this remains a govern- 
ment of the people they will know how to 
act. 

The Washington, D. C., National 
Economist, the official organ of the National 
Farmers’ Alliance and the Co-operative 
Union of America, takes the proper view 
of the railroad problem. Its editor, Dr. C. 
A. McCune, in one of his recent editorials, 
has the following meaty paragraph: 

“It is time, and there is abundant evidence, to 
show that farmers are beginning to realize that 
they have been used asacat’s paw by the shrewd 
city manipulators in crying competition between 
Toads andthat they had bettersay; ‘Let the roads 
combine if they wish, it matters not; we are de- 
termined to demand a control that will absolutely 
stop discriminations against or in favor of persous or 
places.’ ”’ 

This little paragraph weighs a ton. The 
farmers understand its full meaning. They 
have been urged to demand competition, 
but a competing railroad is never built in 
the interest of the farmers any more than a 
competing grocery store is started in the 
interest of the purchasers of provisions. 
Both ,the railroad and the grocery will be 
run for the benefit of their owners, 

The combination of railroads does not 
hurt, but discrimination in favor of or 
against persons or places is the injury to be 
dreaded, and this discrimination is the 
thing to be guarded against. The farmers 
and the people care nothing at all about 
combinations—what they want is such state 
avd interstate control as will prevent 


unjust discriminations on the part of the 
railroads,and our railroad commissions are 
satisiactorily rezulating this matter. 


This is the vital point of the whole mat- 


ter. Combinations cannot hurt the people 
when the people controi the combinations. 


The Cotton Movement. 

The New York Financial Chronicle, in 
its weekly review of the cotton movement, 
says that for the week ending last Friday 
the total receipts have reached 1,952 bales, 
against 2,10 bales last week and 2,477 bales 
the praviofts week; making the total re- 
ceipts since the Ist of September, 1888, 
5,504,606 bales, against 5,458,907 bales for 
the same period of 1887-8, showing an in- 
crease since September Ist, 1888, of 45,609 
bales. 

The exports for the week reach a total of 
20,852 bales, of which 11,628 were to Great 
Britain, 6,334 to France and 2,890 to the 
rest of the continent. The total sales for 
forward delivery for the week are 179,690 
bales. For immediate delivery the total 
sales foot up this week 5,091 bales, includ- 
ing 1,054 fgr export and 4,937 for consump- 
tion. 

The imports imto continental ports have 
been 41,000 bales. There is an increase in 
the cottonin sight of 7,584 bales as com-— 
pared with the same date of 1888, a de- 
crease of 518,152 bales as compared with 
the corresponding date of 1887 and a de- 
crease of 244,686 bales as compared with 
1856, 

The above totals show that the old in- 
terior stocks have decreased during the 
week 1,552 bales, and are 19,689 bales less 
than at the same period last year. The re- 
ceipts at the same towns have beon 2,ti06 
bales lessthan the same week last year, and 
since September Ist the receipts at all the 
towns are 58,994 bales more than for the 
same time in 1887-8. 

The total receipts from the plantations 
since September 1, 1588, are 5,500,080 
bales; in 1857-88 were 5,466,627 bales; in 
LIS86-87 were 5,153,226 bales. Although 
the receipts at the outports the past week 
were 1,952 bales, the actual movement from 
plantations was only 124 bales, the balance 
being taken froin the stocks at the interior 
towns. Last year the receipts from the 
plantations for the same week were 3,865 
bales, and for 1887 they were bales. 

The decrease in the amount in sight, as 
compared with last year, is 11,588 bales, 
the increase as compared with 1856-87 is 
500,732 bales, and the increase over 1885-86 
iz 389,890 bales, 

The Chronicle says that the speculation 
in cotton for future delivery at New York 
during the past week has been small, and 
the fluctuations have been within narrow 
limits. On Monday there was a slight ad- 
vance, due partly to a rise in Liverpool and 
some buying cf August and the new crop 
month understood to be partly for Liyer- 
pool account. On Tuesday there was a 
further slight advance following another 
rise in Liverpool, but the speculation in the 
ageregate was smal!,:though there was re- 
newed buying of August and new crop 
options, partly for foreign markets. 

On \Wednesday there was a continuation 
of the advance, which was attributed largely 
to the buying in of Auguet contracts by 
those who had sold spot cotton. There wa’ 
also a report that ‘‘short time’’ would go 
into effect at Manciiester on the 20th 
instant. The crop advices were favorable, 
however, and the new crop months clused 
only one point higher, while this crop lost 
most of the advance before the close. 

On Thursday the Liverpool market was 
lower, and prices here took a downward 
turn, 

Friday the market was dull, and this 
crop was slightly lower in sympathy with a 
decline in Liverpool, while the next crop 
was about steady. Whatever strength the 
market here has latterly shown is due 
largely to the course of the Liverpool 
market, but prices have made a rather 
feeble response to any appreciation in val- 
ues there, and when that market turned the 
advance here earlier in the week was soon 
lost. , 

Cotton on the spot has been steady at 
lide for middling uplands, but the aggre- 
gate transactions reported are smaller than 
those of last week, though at one time 
there were reports of considerable sales for 
export, and the freight engagements for 
Liverpool latterty have been rather liberal. 

Telegraphic reports to the Chronicle 
from the south are, 4% a rule, of a quite 
favorable tenor. ‘The crop is developing 
promisingly, and good progress has been 
made in most sections in clearing the fields 
of grass. The Chronicle has also the fol- 
lowing: 

We referred last month (June 15th) to a revision 
of surplus mill stocks in Great Britain on account 
of errors in Liverpool] stock as having been made 
by Mr. Ellison, Our cahbie of that date did not give 
the facts in sufficient detail, but we notice that in 
Mr. Eliison’s May circular he explains the matter 
by saying that ‘at the end of September last year, 
on counting stock in Liverpool, an excess of 81,420 
bales—equal to 71,000 bales of 400 pounds—was 
disclosed, which, of course. had to be deducted 
from the deliveries tospinners’ * * * "This 
season, however, owing to thej altered method of 
making up tho.returns, there will be a deficit, not 
anextess. This deficit was uptothe endof May 
about 50,0°0 bales ot 400 pounds; the deliverics. ac- 
cording tothe board of trade returns, being about 
hat much larger than the figures published by the 
cotton association. In the two previous seasons the 
board of trade figures were much smallerthan those 
issued by the association.” 

Our cable this week places the probable deficit, 
which was estimated at 50,009 bales to the end of 
May, now at the endof June at 40,000 bales of 4006 
pounds, against the actual excess last season of 
74,000 bales. Adding, therefore, to the surplus 
stock July 1, 1889, the 40,000 hales. we have at that 
date a surplus at the mfils in Great Britain of 173,000 
bales, against last yearat the same time, after de- 
ducting 74,000 bales, 211,000 baics, It will be seen 
by the above tables that the weekly consumption 
in Europe in June was 154,000 bales of 400 pounds 
each, against 145,000 bales at the same time a year

NORTH CAROLINA CLUUD BURSTS. 


They Develop Some Very Peculiar Features 
--Turnadoes and Cyclones. 
From the New York Herald. 

Tho Daily Citizen, of Asheville, N. C., re- 
ferring editorially tothe Herald's recent article on 
cloud bursts, takes exceptions to the statement that 
they cccur “only ina tornado or whirlwind.’ Our 
contempcrary cites a number of most interesting 
observations of cloud burstson the Blue Ridge, es- 
pecially on the west face ot the highest peak of Fish 
Hawk mountain, to show that ‘‘wind plays no part 
in these phenomena.”’ 

On June 15, 1876, “when there was no wind,”’ £ars 
the Citizen, ‘‘at a point within 300 feet of the crest 
ofthe ridge, at an elevation of nearly 4,000 feet, 
fellan enormons volume of water from the clouds, 
a column ofsuch thickness as to have cut an exca- 
yation of about seventy-five feet in diameter, the 
upper edge of which was a perfect semi-circ!e, and 
about fifteen feet deep.’’ There was nothing to 

warn the people of the valleém below until the 
mighty rush of the water, surcharged with rocks 
and logs, came thundering down the mountain! 

Instructive as the Citizen’s data are, they do not, 
we think, prove that on the North Carolina moun- 
tains cloud bursts are formed independently of air 
whirls or whirlwinds. We use the latter term tn its 
broader sense, including cyclones and depressions, 
Frequently, as Professor Loomis has shown, the 
westerly or northwesterly wind in the rear segiment 
ofacyclonie depression pushes unnder the warm, 
vapor laden air or the front segment, where theair 
is rarefied, and lifts it up to such a great height 

that its vapor is suddenly condensed and falls with 
indescribable force. This process proba- 
bly expiains many of the cloud. bursts noted by the 
Citizen, But evén in such cases there has beena 
previous history of a whirlwind or eycilone to 
account for therarefied air through which the va- 
por rises to a great height. In depressions or 
cyclones there is quiica latge central calm region, 
and nodoubt Fish Hawk mountain, on June le, 
1876, was near that part of a depression which was 
reported the day before as then ex#%ting in Georgia. 
While the air whiyl may sometimes not be woticea- 
bie in the area ravaged by the cloud burst, it is 
nevertheless an essential factor of the deadly downs 
pour, 


Hog and Hominy. 
From the Albany, Ga., News and Advertiser. 
There are but few subjects to which we 
_ warm more kindly than hogand hominy. It onee 
had its habitat in this section; in fact, it is almost 


cosmopolitan, it can exist in every clime, Lut the 
true home of bog and hominy is in this delightful 
region, Before the war,in those good old days 
when peace and plenty cheered the laboring swain 
in this God- favored clime, the hog received distin- 
guisbed attention.

The G. W. Baughman with whom the pro- 
fessor Was associated in practice, is a notorious 
Indian doctor. Ile will be remembered as cne 
of the principal figures in the case of young 
Davis, or Downs, who practiced medicine and 
gmadc =200 a month just after escaping from 
the Iinaiic asylum, aud with absolutely no 
knowledge of medicine. Downs studied his 
craft in Baugh:nan’s ottice, and in three weeks 
began making money at it.

Iam merely a 
Bible student, and will talk just as though 
you were a big Sunday-school class and L the 
teacher.”’ 

The subject of the judge’s remarks was‘‘The 
Appearance of Christ to Human Witnesses 
after the Resurrection.”’ 

He took the position that the siete 
Was actual and literal. as spoken of in the 
Bible. While some claimed that the decipies 
made way with the body, there could be no 
room for such a theory, if the Bible were taken 
as it should be, The ‘desciples|themselv es did 
not understand the resurrection until it had 
been accomplished, and did not expect to seea 
resurrection of the body. That alone would 
preclude all possibilities of human aid in the 
removal of the sacred body. 

Judge Van Epps argued that the resurrec- 
tion of Christ’s body wasatype of the resur- 
rection of mankind. Hesaid that eventhough 
@ man should be buried beneath a mountain or 
at the bottom of the sea, and should remain 
there for ages, when the great day arrived his 
body w ould answer the call, as Christ had ful- 
filled his promise of rising from the dead after 
three days.

Elder Nathan W. Smith preached at this 
church yesterday. 

He is probably the oldest minister in the 
state, but he is vet one of the most eloquent 
and logical men in the pulpit. His discourse 
yesterday was able, containing many striking 
and picturesque illustrations.

Gaines, of Decatur, tlled the Central Presby- 
terian pulpit at both services yesterday. 

Dr. Gaines’s discourses were both very inter- 
esting and instructive. He has a splendid de- 
livery, which, with his profound knowledge of 
the scriptures, wakes him one of the forémost 
diviues in the state.

Rev. Dr. Barnett conducted the meeting, 
which was iargely attended.

and for neariy a half century has 
identified with the Methodism 
of the 801 ithwest. During this period he has served 
the churches in many exalted positions and after 
the we ar and tear of an arduous ministry his iuith 
Btill abides in strength, The pishop lined the 
hymn in the old fashien and in the old time formula 
remarked that he would thank some brother to 
raise the hymn. He was ob-eryed to kKneel in 
prayer as did Solomon at the dedication 
of the temple and as l’aul did on _ the 
naked seasliore nt Miletus, His text 
was taken from the general epistie of James, the 
oldest book of the New Testament, and his theme, 
the “Gospel as a perfect law of liberty.” 

The sermon was marked by a spiritual emphasis 
andan intellectual vigor that bes spoke the devine 
Strength of the great preacher. There was 
g>out it no tavor of progressive orthodoxy, 
but a masterly statement and enforcement of that 
Ww esley: an theolozy which has changed the currents 
of ecclesiastical history. The congre; gation seemed 
spel!bovnl as this great man hurled right and left 
the grand truths of the unadulterated gospel, 

It remains to be said that Bishop Keencr is as 
sound in his poiticali as in his religious faith. 
Throughout reg war, and even in reconstruction 
days, he w: in thorough sympathy with his 
native seotion. He was on more than 
one battlefield of the trans- Mississippi 
department, and like his Detineeiidnan fellow- citi- 
gen, Dr. Paimer, of the Presbyterian church, he hag 
mever wavered in his loyarty to the traditions of 
the south. 

Notwithstanding his simplicity, he is a man of 
profound learuing and is thoroughly familiar with 
the best literature of the age.

Ch ildremn are not born mortgaged to the devil. 
But for the atonement of Jesus Christ there 
could not have been children born at all. 
Children have to make their owggmeral char- 
acter. Characteris notanendowSent. Itisa 
work. It is the resultof a free choosing of 
meralcreatures. That Jesus Himself wrought 
out His moral character in precisely the same 
conditions that environ us is evident from the 
fact that He states it Himself when He says: 
“The Father is with me because I always do 
those things which please Him.’ He did not 
say: “The Father is with me, therefore I do 
alw ays the things which please him.’ Man is 
not by naiure prone to sin, nor is he prone to 
holi ness. He isnot prone at all. He is per- 
pendicular. When he choses he becomes 
prone to sin or prone to holiness. He is either 
saved or damned by bis own choosing. 

Man was made perfect tlax ratber than per- 
fect linen cloth. Wo stultify ourselves when 
we say that God was under any kind of ne- 
cessity to make man the perfect linen cloth 
which he intended he should become under 
the discipline of ages. 

Everywhere man improves the face of na- 
ture. Cannot Godimprove the man he has 
made? The Paris conservatory shows a blue 
rose. Was one ever found growing wild? 
God made the Frexchman, and he improves 
the wild rose until it Dlooms bine. 

The evident purpose of God in making man 
was to send hiim ta the glory which Christ had 
with the Fatber before the worlds were (See 
John 17). Man is to sit on the throne of God’s 
glory andonthe right hand of that throne. 
Let the flax indure the process of the hackie, 
of thocardand of the comb, and it will at 
length come forth ont of the loom of God’s 
weaving, pure and shining linen cloth fitted for 
the king’s use in the king’s kingdom.
